S. M. Welob, president, The Can- 
adian Bankers’ Association has made 
the following statement; 

Starting sometime this montii che 
banks through their branches all 
over Canada are called upon to per- 
form still another service to thx 
public, They must and will be read; 
to negotiate the new goverment 
cheques issued under the Family 
Allowayces legislation, 

‘Officia] estimate is that 1,466,000 
individual cheques will be issued by 
by the government each month. Most 
of these civeques will be presented ut 
the ‘branch banks for encashment or 
deposit, 

All government oeques are cashed 
by the banks without charge. 

The banks willingly accept this ad- 
ded opportunity for serving Canadians 
many of whom, perhaps for the first 
time, will vome isto contact with the 
banks and ‘with the useful services 
they perform, 

We shall welcome all of ti:ese peo- 
ple and aim to cash Family Allow- 
ance cheques with speed and efficien- 
cy. At the same time it is my duty 
to stress the need of the banks for 
co-operation on the part of all who 
peceive these cheques. 

Recipients of Family Allowance 
cheques can help themselves and the 
banks by remembering four simple 
Tequirements: 

1. The need for proper identifica- 
tion at the bank, 

2. The need to make sure that the 
cheque is correctly endorsed. 

8. The need to guard against losing 
gheque after endorsing ‘and ‘befor? 
cashing it. 

4. 'The' importance of going to ‘he 
banks in the morning hours if at 
all possible, 

First ofall, of vourse, is identifica- 
tion—a bank must be sure that the 
Peon presepting the chleque is the 
rjght person; therefore, jf the hol- 
er of a Family Allowance cheque is 
not known in tiie loca} bank, he or 
phe should take into the bank when 
preser;ting it-somebody who is known 
in the branch, This will help to ob- 
viate delay and misunderstayding, 

Next, is the endorsement on a 
cheque—it must be endorsed exaztly 
as it is made out to the payee; atter 
it is endorsed the payee should take 
no chances of losing it or having it 
efolen before it is cashed, 

Recipjents can help very greatly 
also by using the banks during the 
easier hours of the day rather than 
during thejp bugiest hgurg,

~ Standards Of Public Health 


CASUALTY LISTS are one of the most distressing features of war, 
and the prevention of large-scale suffering and loss of life is perhaps the 
greatest motive underlying efforts to establish permanent world peace. 
Shocking as casualty figures are, however, our attention is frequently drawn 
to the fact that disease each year claims civilian lives in numbers exceeding 
those of battle casualties, and it is apparent that there is a need of increased 
public interest in this aspect of the national welfare. Public health educa- 
tion, medical research, further extension of medical services and higher 
standards of nutrition, are among the measures nécessary to combat 
disease and to bring about a reduction of the civilian death-rate. All 
these measures require large expenditures of public funds, and they also 
require widespread interest and support on the part of the people. 

* * * * * 

It is estimated that the people of Canada spend 
approximately one billion dollars a year through 

H illness, but health authorities are of the opinion 
Live Longer that fifty per cent. of all sickness could now be 
prevented. If illness were reduced by one-half, the saving to the people 
of Canada in suffering, loss of life and in money, would be considerable. 
During the past fifty years, great progress has been made here in combat- 
ting disease. If these efforts are continued and expanded, we may look 
for even greater improvement along these lines in the future. In Canada 
during the last half century, the average length of life has been extended 
from 45 to67 years, and the infant mortality rate has been steadily reduced. 
In that time, too, many of the diseases which formerly claimed a large 
number of lives each year, have been brought under control, or com- 
pletely stamped out.

Records show that some parts of Canada have 
progressed more rapidly than others in eradicat- 
Has Been Made ing diseases which can now be controlled through 

immunization and other means. In communities 
where immunization for diphtheria has been extensively carried out, this 
disease has practically disappeared. In some instances, statistics: show 
that it has not occurred for as long as fifteen years. Pasteurization of milk 
is believed to eliminate the spread of such diseases as typhoid, bovine tuber- 
culosis, septic throat and many illnesses contributing to infant mortality. In 
areas where pasteurization is compulsory, the frequency of these diseases 
has been greatly decreased, and there has been improvement in the general 
standard of health. In 1927 there were 1,112 deaths in Carfada from typhoid, 
while in 1942 the deaths from this disease numbered 108. With continued 
interest and support on the part of health authorities and the public, we 
may hope that similar encouraging figures may soon apply to other dis- 
eases which have not yet been brought under control, and that the standard

Using New Method 
Quick Freeze Process Will Keep Milk 


In Normal State 


United States Army scientists have 
perfected a method for the ‘“quick- 
freezing’ of milk that enables their 
hospital ships to serve wounded sol- 
diers a beverage tasting as fresh and 
appetizing as the product which the 
milkman left on the doorstep this 
morning. 

About 30,000 pints of milk frozen 
by the new process, are now being 
shipped each month, principally for 
use on ships that are returning sick 
and wounded men from combat zones, 
the War Department announced. 
Overseas hosiptals also are receiv- 
ing shipments in _ ever-increasing 


|} volume, and about 400,000 points a 


month are being shipped for general 
use by American troops in Alaska. ‘ 

The Army's system has suggested 
interesting peacetime application of 
the new process in supplying civilians 
far from dairy sources. 

Although, in some instances, the 
milk has been kept in the frozen 
state for three months, it tastes, 
when thawed, as fresh as if it had 
just come from the cow, according 
to army spokesmen. 

Formerly, the only milk that hos- 
pitalized men and all overseas troops 
were able to obtain was made from 
milk powder. While the nutritive 
value was high, the taste left much 
to be desired. And the problem was 
a serious one in the case of incapaci- 
tated men on liquid diets. 

Experiments showed that if milk 
were frozen with extreme rapidity at

Also, it is emphasized, artificial 
respiration must be started as quickly 
as possible and continued for a long 
period—six hours or longer. It is 
not until rigor mortis sets in that 
life can be assumed to be extinct.

PRESERVING CANADA'S | 
HISTORIC PLACES 


The Historic Sites and Mounments 
Board of Canada is an honorary 
body of well recognized historians 
who assist and pdyise the National 
Parks Bureau of the Department ot 
Mines and Resourves in the work of 
restoring pregerving and adminigter- 
ing the nationaj hjsteyic parks and 
sites in Canada. Nine national histur: 
ic parks and sites in Canada ranging 
in size from two and a half te 839% 
acres have already been established 
and some 880 historic sites have been 
nia ied or acquired. Many more 
higtorie placea are awaiting consider- 
ation by the Board and a number of 
these were dealt with during the 
recenf meeting of the hoard. Th9 
post-war development plans of the 
National Parks Bureau for acquiring 
ayd commmorating national historic 
places throughout Canada were dis 
cussed. 

The work of this body of historians 
relates very largely to thle task of 
marking historic places connected 
with the peaveful development of our 
country rather than commemorating 
battles and bloodshed. It is the 
fervent hope of al Canadians that 
this land should continue to have 4 
history of orderly progress devoid of 
violent upheavals and intercine strife. 
In the interests of national and in- 
ternational goodwil] these monuments 
marking sites of ancient battles 
should be regarded as historic mile- 
stones pointing the way to enduring 
friendship between people of diverse 
racial origins who make up the pop- 
ulation of this young nation. 

Canada has been fortunate in tha‘ 
battles in which she has partici- 
pated in modern times have been 
fought far from her own shores, The 
last resting place of magy of her gal- 
lant sons is in far-off lands—sacred 
spots which will forever be a pact 
of Canada. Because there have been 
comparatively few battles fought on 
Cunadian soil most of our historic 
places relate to exploration early 
trade pioneering missionary work, 
herioc episodes or to the birthplaves 
of some of our most _ illustrious 
leaders. Alccordingly the work of the 
Historic Sites and Monuments Board 
of Canada yow deals mostly with 
commemorating the achievements of 
men and women prominent in the 
world of science art, music and let- 
ters; our poets our painters, our 
statesmen and public benefactors; and 
others who have given generously of 
their time and talents towards mak- 
ing this (Canada a leader among, the 
more cultured and peace-loving na- 
tions of the world;
